SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
Bosnian Serbs besieging Sarajevo resumed 
■ turning in' theit blgguns on'Siwdayafter the 
United Nations accepted a compromise plan. 

The Muslim-dominated Bosnian govern- 
ment expressed concern that the Serbs were 
just buying time to prevent NATO air 
strikes that could begin Feb. 21 if the guns 
ringing Sarajevo arc not pulled back. 

Bosnian leaders also called for U.N. ac- 
tion help against Serb attacks on nnolher be- 
sieged Muslim enclave, Bihac in northwest- 
ern Bosnia, one of six U.N.-designatcd “safe 

The United Nations reported intense fight- 
ing over the weekend between Serbs and 
Bosnian army troops around Bihac. 

“They (the Serbs) currently want to take it 
over, to run over Bihac,” Bosnian Prime 
Minister Haris Silajdzic told CNN. "... And 
we hope that the United Nations will act as 
quickly as they did in Sarajevo after the 
massacre in Sarajevo," he said, referring to 
the Feb. 5 shelling of the city’s market that 
killed 68 people. 

In Sarajevo, weapons compromise al- 


lows Serbs to turn in their heavy weapons at 
U.N.-monitored Serb bases, rather than at 
Sarajevo airport as. originally planned, said 
Maj. Jose Labandcim, a U.N. spokesman. 

~TheTJosnianarmytabjectedr“Those _ 
weapons can be returned to combat posi- 
tions very fast,” said Bosnian army Gen. 
Fikrel Muslimovic. 

“I am afraid that such an approach and an 
attempt to appease the aggression further 
would bring a hardening of the Serbian posi- 
tion,” Silajdzic said. 

The Serbs earlier insisted they would sur- 
render their guns only if the Bosnian in- 
fantry abandoned its front-line positions. 
But after heavy lobbying by U.N. officials 
the Serbs turned over 13 heavy weapons on 
Sunday, bringing the total to 36 guns: 26 
Serbiap and 10 Bosnian. 

Late Sunday, Silajdzic told CNN the 
Bosnian army turned in about 20 more 
weapons Sunday, including mortars and 
anti-tank guns. He said the Bosnian army 
would turn in all its weapons by the NATO 
deadline.' / 

The Bosnian Serbs are estimated to have 
at least 500 heavy weapons. The Bosnian 
army has perhaps a tenth of that.

Strengthening ecomony 
fuels population growth

TWIN FALLS - The population loss of 
the 1980s in most Magic Valley cities arid 
towns has turned around with the help of 
stronger economic times, says a state pop- 
ulation analyst. 

During the 1980s, 68 percent - more 
than two out of three - cities and towns in 
Idaho lost population, according to U.S. 
Census Bureau data. 

And in the Magic Valley, 58 percent of 
the cities and towns lost residents. 

But in n population survey covering 
1990 to 1992, only 16 percent of the cities 
in Idaho lost population. In the Magic 
Valley, only five cities - 15 percent - lost 
people. 

The difference in the 1990s is the econ- 
omy, said Alan Porter, manager of infor- 
mation services for the Idaho Deparment 
of Commerce. 

“Basically, it's an indication of an im- 
proving economy after a lethargic at best 
economy in the 1980s," Porter said. “But 
around the Twin Falls area it's something 
more than that. I can’t quite put my mind 
on it, but it's more than agriculture vitali- 
ty." 

From 1990 to 1992 in the Magic Volley, 
only Accquia, Albion, Castlcford, Minido- 
ka and Richfield lost residents. And each 
of those small cities lost only a few pco- 
pic. 

- Porter said for decades kids in small 
towns across Idaho have grown up in 
lown, graduated from high school but saw 
no job or social opportunities, so they 
moved away. 

But now the economics of many towns 
arc improving, and more young people arc 
able to find jobs and stay. 

Also, with the larger cities in Idaho such 
as Boise, Nampa and Twin Falls rising in 
population by about 1 ,000 people a year, 
residents in those cities nre moving to 
smaller nearby towns to livc.-That in turn 
is creating growth in those towns. 

Examples are seen in smaller cities near 
Twin Falls such as Filer, which saw its 
population rise 13.6 percent, or Kimberly 
which saw its population up 12,2 percent. 
The some thing is going on in Hailey, 
which saw its population grow by 15.3

percent as people who work in nearby 
Kctchum moved to town in recent years. 

“Whether it’s lower housing prices or 
quality of life issues, therejs a lot of rea- 
sons for living in a smull lown,” Porter 
said. “There’s more economic vitality 
there than that people give those towns 
credit for." 

So the improving Idaho economy is pro- 
viding jobs. Porter said those jobs arc lur- 
ing people in from out of state as well as 
keeping young people in the state, and 
they’re having a few more babies than 
normal. 

And jobs tend to spur new jobs, he said, 

"To some degree it grows on itself. Part 
of it is confidence, in terms of people feel- 
ing more confident about starting their 
own businesses or expanding their compa- 
nies,” Porter said. 

The populations of Magic Valley coun- 
ties from 1980 to 1990 and from 1990 to 
1992 have posted the following changes: 

• Blaine County gained 3,71 1 residents 
in 1980s, then gained 1,331 in 1992 to 
reach 14,883. 

■ Camas County lost 9! residents in 
1980s, then gained 28 by 1992 to reach 
755. . 

• Cassia County gained 105 residents in 
1980s, then gained 627 by 1992 to reach 
20,159. 

■ Gooding County lost 24 1 residents in 
1980s, then gained 397 by 1992 to reach

Search for victims of radiation 
experiments proves to be costly 


Administration may slash 
welfare to finance reforms

WASHINGTON — The Clinton adminis- 
tration’s search for unwitting participants in 
federally sponsored radiation experiments is 
turning into a costly paper chase that, in 
some casgs, could prove futile. 

That’s the picture that emerges from inter- 
views with federal officials and hospital rep- 
resentatives involved in the hunt. 

What started in December as on effort by 
Energy. Secretary Hazel O’Leary to open her 
agency’s files on questionable radiation ex- 
periments from the 1940s and later has be- 
come a sweeping, multi-agency review 
whose scope is still expanding. 

At White House direction, dozens of 
staffers have been searching files at the Pen- 


tagon, the Department of Veterans. Affairs, 
the Central Intelligence Agency and the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health. The hunt has 
broadened to include hundreds of field of- 
fices,' universities and hospitals that may 
have received federal money to conduct ra- 
diation experiments in the past — including 
some with vulnerable subjects such as pris- 
oners, children and the mentally retarded. 

At New York’s Brookhaven National 
Laboratory alone, there are some f3,000 pa- 
tient files to deal with, according to Dr. Dar- 
rel Joel, chairman of the medical depart- 
ment. “I understand what they are trying to 
do,” Joel said, “but it seems to me at some 
point one must examine the cost-benefit ra- 
tio" of the document search.

WASHINGTON — The Clinton adminis- 
tration is considering taxing or slashing wel- 
fare benefits to the poor, elderly and dis- 
abled to finance expansions in training and 
child care for millions of single mothers on 
public assistance, officials say. 

The administration’s welfare reform task 
force is also eyeing strict limits on federal 
cash payments tb.the growing number of el- 
derly, people who immigrate to the United 
States legally and then retire on Supplemen- 
tal Security Income, a senior administration 
official said Sunday. 

To pay for its overhaul of a welfare sys- 
tem that supports 5 million families with 
children, most of them headed by a single 
mother, the administration has decided it 
must find offsetting savings in other federal 
welfare programs. 

But an advocate for the poor says the very 


cuts the administration is now considering in 
SSI, food stamps and Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children could hurt the working 
poor and near-poor in order to help other 
poor women get jobs. 

A senior administration official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said the task 
force is considering several options to pay 
for welfare reform, but thnt no decisions arc 
final. 

“We are committed to a deficit-neutral 
plan in which revenue from these options 
would be used to pay for the new invest- 
ments in child care, education and training," 
the official said. 

President Clinton's welfare reform legis- 
lation, to be introduced this spring, will seek . 
to limit welfare benefits .to single mothers to 
24 months. Women would be given the 
training and day care they need to get a job 
and after two years, would be required to

Storms dump snow on Pacific Northwest, New England

A powerful storm system with wind gusts up to 80 mph 
brought heavy snow to the Pacific Northwest on Sundny, 
while u developing storm off the north Atlantic coast 
dropped lighter snow on New England.

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Study: States would save 
money under Clinton plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Slates 
would spend $8 billion less on med- 
ical aid to the poor under President 
Clinton's health reforms, but there 
would still be wide disparities in fed- 
eral help for those patients, an Urban 
Institute study concludes. 

The savings might not materialize 
for stales already accustomed to get- 
ting extra federal Medicaid money 
through provider taxes and donations, 
the researchers said. 

But overall, the states that now 
contribute $61 billion toward the 
$140 billion Medicaid program would 
win’d up spending about $53 billion 
under Clinton’s plan, the report states. 
"The president’s proposal would subsi- 
dize insurance tor low-income fami- 
lies and some small businesses. 

Officials in some states have 
expressed concern that the Clinton 
— roforms-m ight-h urt- 1 hem by cl im inat- 
ing most federal subsidies for the 
uninsured and leaving illegal immi- 
grants uncovered. 

A task force set up by New York 
Gov. Mario Cuomo recently claimed 
the state would lose $342 million in 
1997, but would gain money in later 
years. 

The Clinton administration, by con- 
trast, ejaims its radical changes in 


Medicaid would save states $47 bil- 
lion from 1996 to 2000, including $24 
billion in the year 2000 alone. 

■ Under Clinton’s plan, most of the 
31 million people on Medicaid would 
get subsidies to buy regular health 
insurance through the same new 
alliances that would be used by much 
of the rest of the population. 

The federal and state governments 
would still pay for Medicaid for wel- 
fare recipients; and states would be 
required -to pay the alliances what 
they now spend on non-welfare 
Mcdicaid-rccipicnts. 

Also! the states and Washington 
would still split Medicaid costs of 
nufsing homc _ carc'for the poor and ’ 
some other services. But some pay- 
ments to hospitals that care for the 
poor and uninsured in large numbers 
would be largely eliminated. 

— They-estimaied-total-spcnding-on- 
health and welfare low-income resi- 
dents would range from $1,436 in 
low-income states to $2,200 in high- 
income states — a 53 percent range. 

The study estimated the federal 
government spends $327 per state 
resident through the Medicaid pro- 
gram. That figure would climb to 
$482 with the subsidies under the 
Clinton reform plan.

Bobbie Jan Nicholson, 49, of Jessicvillc showed no reaction as the verdict 
and sentence were read Saturday in Searcy County Circuit Court. Judge 
Watson Villincs imposed the sentence of life without parole, the only other 
penalty in’Arkansas for capital murder besides the death penalty. 

Prosecutor H.G. Foster said Mrs. Nicholson killed her husband, Donald, 
to obtain an estate worth more than $600,000. 

Nicholson, 57. died at the Marshall Motel and Restaurant on Sept. II. 
1992. Authorities initially believed the cause oLdcath was a heart attack. But 
his two sons and a daughter insisted on an autopsy. Il showed toxic levels of 
antifreeze. 

The Nicholsons had been married about five years.

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Mail heist probe leads to money 
laundering in Latin America 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. (AP) 
— Carolyn Ditzian doesn’t send mail 
from her- house anymore — slm-canT 
bc sure who will cash her utility or tax 
payments. Her friend Ann Prochaska 
feels the same way. 

Both were victims of a scheme in 
which thousands of dollars worth of 
personal checks were stolen from 
home mail boxes where they awaited 
.pickup by mail earners, and then laun- 
dered through Latin American banks. 

Though the women — who live 
miles apart — were eventually rcim- 
..hurscd.by..U^..banks_lhatproccsscd_ 
the checks, they say the incident has 
convinced them the sanctity of the 
U.S. mail is a fallacy. 

"I had to repay everybody until 1 
was reimbursed," said Ms. Prochaska, 
"T>T sTibdrlJifn^avi^GfcckTT*rirerS“ 
worth $4,000 were stolen last 
February. “I was just angry. I felt vio- 
lated. I’ve never had anybody rob the 
house, but it felt the same." 

Ms. Ditzian. who lost checks worth 
more than $5,000. including her prop- 
erty tax payment, said that initially no 
one wanted to hear her story. 

“The first time I called police, they 
didn’t even take a report on it." said 
Ms. Ditzian.

Twin Falls considers rim moratorium

TWIN FALLS - Today may be the last 
chance before summer to start development 
along the city’s two canyon rims. 

The City Council will consider a 120-day 
moratorium that would prohibit the issuance 
of permits for the zoning or subdivision of 
land adjacent to cither the Rock Creek or 


Snake River canyons. The public can com- 
ment on the proposed moratorium ordi- 
nance at a 4 p.m. hearing at City Hall. 

State law allows cities to adopt "emer- 
gency" ordinances and moratoriums for up 
to 120 days if there is **an imminent peril to 
the public health, safety, or welfare.” 

The council authorized consultant Lee 
Nellis to develop a master plan for the 
Snake River Canyon at its Jan. 24 meeting.

within five months. 

A moratorium would allow the council to 
defer any zoning decisions on canyon rim 
developments until that plan, is completed.

JEROME - Straps on his hands, feet 
and chest hold Scott Cannedy in his 
wheelchair, but he dreams of his future 
and maybe even getting married. 

"I can’t move, but 1 have no regrets. 
From the very beginning I’ve taken this 
as a challenge for my life,” he said. 

— Canncdyr29, was a Green Beret in the 
U.S; Army Special Forces in 1985 when 
he suffered a training accident that left 
him paralyzed from the neck down. 

Now he gets around in a motorized 
wheelchair, operating a joy-stick control 
with his chin. 

"Its much like playing a computer 
game with a joy stick,” he said. "I can 
go ahead, back up, recline, turn - mos| ' 
anything 1 want to do." - 

“We som eti mes forget he’s in a 

wheelchair, he's so independent," his 
mother, Nancy Cannedy, said.

“1 talk to it, and it turns lights on and 
"off. calls out; and I could even see 
somebody at the front dopr apd have the 
computer open the door if I wanted to,” 
he said; — 

He recently bought a new computer 
system and uses n pointing device that 
operates much like a computer mouse. 
The pointer fastens to Scott's head and 
has' a mouth piece, called a - sip_ and puff 


switch, that he points with his head and 
puffs through to move functions on the 
screen. 

Cannedy attributes his success in cop- 
ing with his handicap to his family. 

"They held my hand all the way and 
helped me make good decisions," Scott 
said. 

“Scott is the baby of our family. His 
accident was devastating to all of us. He 
accepted it before wc did. It took us a 
long time to adjust to him not being able 
to do anything, for his care. But wc final- 
ly realized that whnt he had left was n 
brilliant mind,” Nancy Cannedy said. 

Cannedy received a medical discharge 
from the Army and receives a retirement 
check each month. He has hired an as- 
sistant to help “with my body needs 
each miming. That takes about two 
hodrs each day," he said. 

He also has worked as a volunteer 
oiinsc lor* at the~Magic Valley Regional 
Medical Center. — ■

. Since 1986, Blaine Larsen has brought 
about 4,200 acres under cultivation in the 
Hamer-Mud Lake area by leasing the rights 
to groundwater from farmers, primarily in 
the Magic Valley, whose land hSs been set 
aside under the federal program. 

Larsen said he hopes to lease enough ad- 
ditional groundwater this year to bring about 
3,000 acres more under cultivation. But that 
would be blocked by the proposal from 
Newcomb and Antonc, which would be ef- 
fective retroactive to Jan. 1. 

Larsen said his water-leasing practices arc 
"squeaky clean." 

“I’m apparently the one who’s causing 
the ruckus, 'but I haven’t broken any laws," 
he said. “All I want to do is farm." 

By forcing him to idle the farmland, 
Larsen said the legislation would cost him 
$ 6 . million and force him to lay off up to 
100 employees. He said it also would re- • 
•ducc his property tax payments in the area 
and hurt the economies of Clark, Fremont, 
Jefferson and Madison counties. 

Larsen, who farms 32,000 acres, em- 
ployed ,1,759 workers and had an annual 
payroll of $9.8 million in 1992. His opera- 
tions provide about onc-third of Clark 
County's tax base. 

But irrigators in the Magic' Valley and 
Upper Snake River valleys contend water 
transfers like Larsen’s arc lowering the 
Snake River Plain Aquifer and threatening 
their historic water rights. "They’ve had to 
re-drill hundreds of commercial wells in my 
area," Antonc said. 

Newcomb himself is among the Magic 
Valley farmers protesting Larsen’s applica- 
tions for groundwater transfers. Joining 
them arc canal companies, a Twin Falls fjsh 
farm and Idaho Power Co. — nil concerned 
about how pumping water from undcr- 
, ground affects downstream surface flows.

Somebody had better check the Statehouse 
water supply - some mighty peculiar things 
have been happening lately. 

Let’s start with the catfight over victims 
rights. A month ago, the idea of placing 
rights for crime victims in the state Constitu- 
tion looked to be a sure winner for.Attomey 
General Lany EchoHawk; voting against it 
would be like voting against Mom, apple pie 
and tatcr pigs. 

But sharp criticism from Rep. Paul Kee- 
ton, D-Lcwiston, slowed the momentum be- 
hind EchoHawk's proposal. Then, concern 
from prosecutors that they might be sued for 
ignoring a-victim’s rights caused the AG's_ 
office to pull its original amendment and 
substitute a slightly altered version. 

Judi Daniel- 
son, R-Council, introduced their own vic- 
tims-rights proposal: n much simpler consti- 
tutional amendment than EchoHawk wants, 
combined with some additions to the vic- 
tims-rights law already on the books. 

The scuttlebutt is that Republicans, who 
don't want to do any more to help 
EchoHawk's gubernatorial chances than they 
have to. will defect and support the Kccton- 
Danielson proposal.

eryone’s mind. 

Whatever the cause, the second half of 
this year’s legislative session promises to be 
even more of a roller coaster than the first.

The LaniTBoard, made~up ofTlvc" 
top state officials, reflects Idaho pol- 
itics. And it was political reality as 
much as legality that caused the 
board to vole 4-1 to reverse previous 
decisions and let a well-established 
Custer County ranching family con- 
tinue leasing a 640-acrc section of 
state land.

Rodriguez’s death Saturday came 
just four months after the Supreme 
Court of Canada turned down her ap- 
peal for a doctor’s help to commit 
suicide. 

Meanwhile, the provincial coro- 
ner’s office said investigators will t 
perform an autopsy, including toxi- v 
cology tests to determine whether she 
received a lethal injection. c 

Rodriguez, 43, had been suffering p 
from Lou Gehrig’s disease, nn incur- c 
able and fatal nerve condition lhat ii 
slowly shuts down all the body's 
muscular functions. She had been p 
confined to a wheelchair with little r 
ability to move or speak. f 

' After the top’s court ruling last., j: 
September. Rodriguez said she r 
hadn’t ruled out secking.thc proce- 
dure anyway from an unnamed : 
physician who volunteered lo help f 
end her suffering. £ 

Rodriguez died at her large, pic- 
turesque home in a peaceful neigh- f 
borhood north of the city. I 

Police were summoned and later 
issued a terse news release saying 
Rodriguez “apparently died as the rc- i 
suit of an assisted suicide.” 

• Those closest to the former runner 
and skier, however, were saying lit- I 
tic. 

Henry Rodriguez declined to say 
Sunday who was with his wife when 
she died, though he made it clear that 
whatever happened, he wasn’t in- 
volved. “I wasn’t here when it oc- 
curred," he said., at the front door of 
the home, as the couple’s 9-ycar-old 
son looked on. “I really don’t have 
anything else to say about it.” 

Helma Libick, a longtime friend 
who helped Rodriguez to eat and 
wash during her final days, was also 
tight-lipped, saying she didn’t know 
anything about the circumstances of 
the death. “I’m just glad she’s in 
peace,’’ Libick said. 

Even Rodriguez's lawyer, who is- 
sued a news release Saturday con- 
taining her parting message calling 
for legalization ot assisted suicide, 
said he had no idea how his client 
died. 

“I know what she wished to say ; 
and that is in her statement,” said 
Chris Consldinc. “U was prepared 
many weeks ago.”

The guidelines say it's legal for, a 
physician “lo administer medication 
or other treatment to a terminally ill 
patient with the intention of relieving 
pain or. suffering, even though this 
may hasten death.” 

But it’s illegal “to advise, encour- 
age or assist another person to per- 
form an act that intentionally brings 
about his or her death.” 

Rodriguez’s struggle for an assisted 
suicide became a battleground for op- 
posing interest groups. 

Groups such as the Right to Die 


Society said terminally ill people en- 
during extreme physical or mental 
suffering should have the right lo a 
doctor’s assistance lo humanely end 
their lives.

Ait Idaho Statesman story on Nov. 19, 

1993. in reference to the proposed 25,000-a9rc 
addition to the Mountain Home Air Force 
Base Bombing Range broke very little new 
ground except to set forth certain objections to 
the proposal by the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment and Idaho Fish and Game officials - ob- 
jections which were promptly pooh-poohed 
by a Mr. David Jett, described as “Gov. An- 
dms' spokesman.” 

The main objection by Fish and Game 
seemed to be that the area proposed for a 
|. bombing range included 8,500 acres currently 
used as a birthing area by pronghorn antelope 
and that the destruction of this sagebrush 
habitat would “likely result in a drop in popu- 
lation” (of pronghorns). r* 

■ Mr. Jett’s rebuttal: ]Thcy (the antelope) . 
might not be ufiectcdr Well, that is possible, 
providing the animals were all first blindfold- 
ed. equipped with earplugs and administered 
time-release doses of prozac. I would suggest 
that perhaps Mr. Andrus and Mr. Jett search 
out a bombing range presently in use, set up 
their tent in die center of said range and make 
like Boy Scouts for a : fcw days to determine 
whether or not the experience might be con- 
ducive to procrcationul activity. 

The second objection by Fish and Game 
had.to do with loss of habitat due to fires start- 
ed by so-called “maricer” bombs, which, as 
Air Force officials seemed eager to explain, 
shoot out flames 6- to 8-fcct long for about a 
•‘lentil of n second.” 

Somehow, in spite of the claimed brevity of 
duration, the “6-or 8-foot flame” still seems 
to be a bit more dangerous than a toddler 
playing widi a cigarette lighter.

, This Valentine season of love is turning 
into a season of hate — and the “greeting 
ernds” arc coming from the likes of Byron 
dc la Beckwith, Louis Farrakhan’s deputy 
Khnlid Abdul Muhammad, Russian ultra-na- 
tionalist Vladimir Zhirinovsky and even 
Sen. Ernest Hollings, D : S.C. 

Consider some of the chilling “verses” 
they have penned for us. 

At Beckwith’s third trial — at which he 
was convicted of the murder of civil rights 
leader Medgar Evers 3 1 years ago — one 
witness testified that Beckwith told a meet- 
ing of Ku Klux Klan leaders, “Killing that 
ni didn’t cause me any more discom- 

fort than our wives have when they have a 
. baby.” 

Muhammad told a college audience in 
New York that Jews were “sucking (blacks’) 
blood on a daily and consistent basis” and 
that the Holocaust may have been justified. 

Zhirinovsky said: “The United Stales is 
being overrun by blacks and Hispanics. You 
and us, the Russians, share the same threat 
from the dark-skinned people from the Third 
World.” He has also said: “I would bomb 
the Japanese. I would soil our large navy 
around their small island, and if they so 
much as cheeped, I would nuke them.” 

Sen. Hollings, likening black Africans at- 
tending a meeting in Geneva to cannibals, 
said: “You’d find these potentates down in 
Africa, you know, rather than eating each 
other, they’d just come up and get a good 
square meal in Geneva.” 

Most of us ore sickened by these pro- 
nouncements and wonder where such dis- 
turbing attitude^ come from. This kind of

hatred, bigotry and racism has roots that run 
deep into what is now called a “dysfunction- 
al” early life. 

Tommy Tarrants knows something about, 
this life. He was once in charge of terrorist 
activity for the Ku Klux Klan in Mississippi 
in 1967 and ‘68. Tarrants says his conver- 
sion to Christ transformed his feelings about 
blacks and Icws..Hc now co-pnstorejmintc- 
grated church in Washington, D.C, 

Tarrants says his Mobile, Ala., high 
school was among the first targeted for de- 
segregation in 1963. “I got carried away by 
foe anger and excitement, and it opened me 
up to reading racist and anti-Semitic litera- 
ture.” Tarrants says he willingly sampled 
such literature and voluntarily associated 
with people who supported such views. 

“A lot of hate groups arc from the lower 
socioeconomic level notes Tarrants. “One 
way to lift yourself up is to put someone 
else down.” 

Psychiatrist and author David Allen, 
Ph.D., agrees and thinks the roots of bigotry 
start in the home. “People exist by disavow- 
ing their inadequate part and projecting that 
inadequate part onto other persons or groups 
of people,” says Allen. “Their sense of inad- 
equacy makes them feel more inadequate, 
and these inadequate feelings' can exist 


among rich whites and poor blacks or the re- 
verse.” _ ., 

Allen' believes font a caring parent is the 
key to holding children’s positive and nega- 
tive feelings about themselves together so 
that the negative doesn’t overwhelm the 
positive. 

Zhirinovsky, Allen says, is a special case, 
because (like Hitler) he projects his inade- 
quacies onto foe masses. These people, al- 
ready alienated and feeling disfranchised,, 
bond quickly to a leader who fixes blame 
outside of thcipsclvcs and promises quick 
and easy solutions to their predicament A 
Zhirinovsky, like a Hitler, can quickly 
achieve dictator status as the adoration of 
■ foe mosses meets his inner need and, in turn, 
their fears arc assuaged by the strong leader 
who tells them not the truth but what they 
want to hear. 

This is why rebukes, while necessary, are 
not enough. Rebukes alone merely affirm 
4 the wounded psyches of those who are al- 
ready braised. As long as the groups such 
people lead remain small, they arc an irrita- 
tion at worst. But when those groups be- 
come large, massive damage can be done. 
Even one person, such as a Byron dc ja 
Beckwith, when consumed by hate, can kill. 

I wonder what effect a Valentine sent by 
one who loves to one who hates might have. 
Am I too naive? Perhaps, but it just might 
help in the healing process. 1 think I’ll send 
one to a recent correspondent who called me 
a “Jew lover.”

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— A spectacular explosion that 
destroyed the capital’s main center’ 
for contraband gasoline sales prob- 
- ably-will-not-aeriously worsen— 
Haiti’s fuel shortage from a U.N. 
embargo, diplomats said Sunday. 

They said smuggling of fuel from 
the neighboring Dominican 
Republic has increased recently in 
defiance of the embargo imposed in 
an effort to force the army to let 
President Jean-Bertrand Aristide 
return to power/. 

There was no indication of sabo- 
tage in the explosion late Saturday, 
which set off a fire that destroyed a 
halftblock of buildings on Rue dc 
Cesar in downtown Port-au-Prince. 

No casualties were reported, but 
authorities said Sunday they could 
not be sure until the wreckage was 
. searched. About a dozen soldiers 
— guarded'thcTittrwhihrfircfightcrs' 
sprayed water over the smoldering 
ruins. 

A stretch of warehouses, stores 
and at least one hotel was destroyed 
by 'the blaze, which lit up a 
blacked-out stretch of the city. Tens 
of thousands of gallons of contra- 
band gasoline and diesel fuel were 
stored in the warehouses in 55-gaI- 
lon drums, eight-gallon plastic con- 
tainers or one-gallon jugs., 

Haiti's already impoverished 
economy has suffered from the fuel 
embargo imposed in October aflcr 
military leaders reneged on an 
agreement to allow the return of 
Aristide.

Somalis kidnap Italian aid workers 


MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) — 
Somali gunmen kidnapped two 
Italian aid workers Sunday, and an 
Egyptian peacekeeper was killed and 
another wounded, in. an ambush of 
their military convoy. 

Maj. Chris Budge, -.a United 
Nations spokesman, said aid workers 
Sergio Passntorc and Gianfranco 
Stefan were kidnapped at Jowhar, 
about 50 miles north of Mogadishu. 
They were believed to be working 
for the Italian charity CEFA. 

Budge said he had no further 
details on the abductions. 

The Egyptians were attacked on 
the bypass road linking U.N. head- 
quarters in Mogadishu with the air- 
port and port, both U.N. military and 
supply bases. The road was built by 


U.S. Army engineers so U.N. vehi- 
cles could avoid routes through 
Mogadishu that arc more vulhcrablc 
to attack. 

No details of the ambush were 
available from Budge, Egyptian 
troops or the Pakistani U.N. contin- 
gent, which provides security along 
the bypass road. It was not known if 
troops in the convoy exchanged fire 
with the attackers. 

The attack raised the casualty toll 
for U.N. peacekeepers to 81 dead 
and 329 wounded since the United 
Nations took over the humanitarian 
mission from an American-led mili- 
tary coalition last May.

In an attempt to deal more effec- 
tively with federal officials, local 
government representatives from 
Blaine, Lincoln, Camus and Gooding 
counties have formed a coalition 
called MAC - short for Mayors, 
Administrators and Councilpcrsons. 

Mayor David Adair said the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
told Fairfield and Gooding that their 
water treatment plants did not comply 
with federal regulations. 

Fairfield Mayor Rueben Miller has 
"a.$l(),000-a-day fine hanging over 
his head, and I’ve got a $25.000-a- 
day fine for my sewer plant," Adair 
said. . . 

Adair and Millcrialkcd with the 
state's Division of Environmental 
Quality, Adair said, and formed the 
“cumulative mandate project,’’ in 
which plans for complying with fed- 
eral mandates arc negotiated. 

“What wc’rc concerned with is that

‘“I didn’t even have any thoughts in my 
mind that I was going to win,’.’ said Moc, a 
free spirit from Palmer, Alaska, who’s com- 
peting in his second Olympics.

“12,000 as Koss nabbed die first Norwegian 
gold of the 1 7th Winter Games. 

By day’s end, Norway had three medals 
— more than any other nation — ‘and Koss 
was a national hero. 

Moc’s fine performance was the first 
American men’s downhill gold since 1984. 
Billy Johnson — who, like Moc, had never 
won even a World Cup race — captured the 
first gold in Sarajevo. 

As for Aamodt, he now has n silver to go 
with the gold and bronze he won two years 
ago at Albertville, France. 

If Aamodt couldn’t win, there was a cer- 
tain justice in Moc’s victory. The skier has a 
dozen relatives in the Oslo area and plans.to 
visit on 82-ycar-old uncle, Olvar Anderson, 
before, heading home. 

That mattered little to the 40,000 folks at 
the downhill, where Moc turned a mountain • 
full of clanging cowl&lls and howling fans 
into an Alpine wake.

By the time Moe came into view there 
were anxious looks on the Norwegians’ 
faces-at the end ofrthe-Kvitjfcll course. 
When he crossed the finish line, there were 
more groans as the American wound up 
four hundredths of a second ahead of 
Aamodt. 

As Moe kissed his left ski and waved to 
the Americans in the crowd, the Norwe- 
gians applauded politely, but were clearly 
devastated. 

- It wasn't over yet. They still had Atle 
Skaardal, a downhill specialist who missed 
the last Olympics in Albertville because of 
an injury. 

Skaardal had the Norwegians cheering 
again with a first split time three hun- 
dredths of a second inside Moe’s mark. 

Again they looked anxiously at the score- 
board. But, when the, next time went up, 
Skaardal was hnlf o second slower than 
Moe. 

They knew then Norway would not win 
the gold medal. Instead, the Norwegians 
had to be content with Aamodt's silver, and 
ninth and 10th places for Skaardal and Jan 
EinarThortfen. 

“It was great being in the lead,” Aamodt 
said. “When 1 come through the finish I 
was fully enjoying the high for a moment 
'there.” 

Girardclli 
finishes 5th

LILLEHAMMER, Norway — He’s one 
of the greatest Alpine skiers ever, with an 
unprecedented five World Cup titles in eight* 
years. 

Yet Marc Girardclli will also be remem- 
bered for his Olympic flops. 

The 30-year-old skier finished fifth Sun- 
day in the downhill won by American Tom- 
my Moe, and again missed a chance to win 
his first Olympic gold. 

Though he has won 12 World and 
Olympic medals in nine years, Girardelli’s 
best in the Winter Games were silvers in su- 
per-G and giant slalom at Albertville two 
years ago. 

An all-around skier, winner of 42 World 
Cup races in four different disciplines, Gi- 
rardclli" was knovyn to have put most of his 
hopes this year in the fastest, most spectacu- 
lar Olympic race — the downhill. 

Although competing for Luxembourg, Gi- 
rardclli, is Austrian-born. 

A three-time runner-up in World Cup 
downhill races earlier this season, Girardclli 
made a few mistakes over the Olympic 
course, which he considered less demanding 
than traditional World Cup sites such os 
Wen gen and Kitzbuchl. 

■ However, he could not fight off younger, 
rising downhill stare such as Moe, Kjetil 
Andre Aamodt and Ed Podivinsky. 

Girardclli, who trailed Moe by thirty-four 
hundredths of a second, said some problems 
with the icy curves at the top cost him pre- 
cious time. 

"I still had my best result of the entire 
week here, so it's OK. I’m looking forward 
to the combined. Aamodt is faster in the 
downhill but I can do better in slalom,” Gi- , 
rardelli said. 

The downhill portion of the men’s com- 
bined is scheduled Monday, with" the com- 
bined slalom on Feb. 2 5, two days before 
the Games close. 

• Girardclli remains among the favorites for 
the combined title and is a potential medalist 
in the super-G nnd giant slalom. He has 
been unimpressive in slaloms so far this sea- 
son, ' 

Despite hi* downhill defeat, Girardclli 
said he was already looking past the 
Olympics. 

"I said several times that the World Cup is 
as important as the Olympics and the World' 
Cup super-G title is my season target.”

Moe beats Norway’s Aamodt by .04 seconds in men’s downhill

LILLEHAMMER, Norway 

Every 10 years,' likt- clockwork, 
America wins the Olympic men’s 
downhill. 

In Sarajevo in 1984, it was Bill 
Johnson. Here, it was Tommy Moe. 

"I didn’t even have any thoughts 
in my mind lhat : I was going to win,” 
Moe said. “I just figured, hey, I’ll ski 
the best I can."

Moe, who turns 24 in. four days, 
raced down die 3, 033-meter Kvitfjell 
course in 1 minute, 4S.7S seconds 
Sunday, beating World Cup leader 
Kjetil Andre Aamodt of Norway by 
a mere .04 and dealing home-country 
fans a huge heartbreak. 

It wds the closest victory margin 
ever in Olympic Alpine skiing. The 
women’s downhill in 1984 and 
men’s downhill in 1992 each were 
decided by .03. 

’Today was the big day. 1 knew I 
could get in the top six, and anything 
better would be wonderful. I’m real- 
ly excited now,” said Moe, who' 
hadn’t won a downhill in major in- 
ternational meet since the 1989 
World Junior Championships. 

Aamodt. the 22-ycar-old who woh 
the super-giant slalom at the 1992 
Winter Gomes, was. the seventh man 
down the course. This, he admitted, 
was the gold medal he really wanted 
— one of the most coveted medals 
of the Games. 

More than 40,000 fans turned the 
finish area into a real Nordic blast 
when Aamodt crossed the line in 
1:45.79, knocking archrival Marc 
Girardclli of Luxembourg out of first 
place. The cowbells began to ring, 
voices began to sing and the band 
struck up a triumphant ditty. 

Moe was next. 

At the first intermediate timing 
station, he was .20 behind Aamodt, 
and the music got louder. That 
should have been the end of it. 

But somehow, where the course 
flattened out and everyone clsc's skis 
got slower,- Moe found speed. Maybe 
it was lightning in a bottle of wax. 
Maybe it was pure ability, or a touch 
of fate.

How should South play today’s 
trumjl suit? Thanks to West’s help- 
ful lead. South has only dhe side-suit 
loser. Obviously the objective Is to 
limit the loss of trump tricks to only 
two. r 

East wins his club ace and shifts 
to the diamorjd jack. South wins the 
act* and j^as' to -decide how best to 
play The trumps. Let’s first review 
the percentages. With an even num- 
ber of trumps at largo (six), the odds 
are against an even split (A 3-3 
break Is about a 36 percent shot, a 4- 
2 break about 50 percent.) 

If South cashes his ace and fol- 
lows with his Jack “to force an hon- 
or," he Is fighting against the odds. 
East wins Ids queen and West later 
gets two more with his K-9 over 
South's 10 for one down. 

. The best approach is to cash the 
trump ace and then lead a low 
trump. If trumps are 3-3, either a 
low trump or the Jack will be a win- 
ning play. However, If they are a 
more likely 4-2,- South must hope for 
a double ton honor In either hand. 

In today’s case, East wins South’s 
low trump with his queen, but South' 
still has the jack and 10 to hold his 
losses to only one more trump trick.- 
The defenders get only a club and 
two trumps, and Soujh has his 10 
winners.

TWIN FALLS — Having a heart attack is a little like rid- 
ing a tiger — 

If yon fell off, you really don’t have much choice but to try 
to getbadcon. — ; — *- — 

"People don’t want to feel that excruciating pain in their 
chest again," said Jerry Jensen, director of physical therapy 
at Magic Valley Regional Mcdioel Center. "So some of them . 
arc very wary about exercise, or doing anything to bring that 
pain back.” 

Trouble is, doing nothing is almost certain to bring it back. 

"Thirty years ago, if you had a heart httack, the doctor told 
you to go .sit in a rocking chair for the rest of your life," 
.Jensen said. "It’s no wonder people died." 

With few exceptions these days, cardiologists soon have 
their patients sweatin’ 'to the oldies os a hedge against what 
put them in the hospital in the first place. 

"The majority of my heart attack patients eventually go on 
an exercise program," said Dr. Wayne Wright, a Twin Falls 
cardiologist. “And probably 90 percent or more of people 
who’vc suffered heart attacks could'safcly be orionc." 

That includes folks who’vc had angioplasties — a proce- 
dure that clears coronary arteries with a balloon attached to a 
catheter — os well as coronary bypasses or other opcn-hcarr 
surgeries. t 

“Absolutely," Wright said. “No matter what's happened to _ 
your heart, the goal is cardiovascular fitness.” 

That’s because there’s a growing consensus among doc- 
tors and researchers that, except for smoking, a sededtary 
lifestyle is the greatest risk factor for heart attacks — includ- 
ing second heart attacks. ' •

Many worry that chocolate js not consis- 
tent with a low-fat, low-cholcstcrol diet. 
But as the University of California, Berke- 
ley Wellness Letter notes: 

"Though not a 'health food/ chocolate 
is clearly not the villain it was once 
thought to be.” 

Chocolate can have three kinds of fat. It 
may contain small amounts of monounsnt- 
urated fats, which slightly lower blood 
cholesterol levels. 

It can also contain small amounts of 
polyunsaturated oils or fats, which arc bet- „ 
ter at lowering cholesterol. 

But it is rich in cocoa butter, a highly 
saturated fat with an "unusual chemical 
composition," said Margo Dcnkc, assistant 
professor of internal medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Texas Center for Human Nutri- 
tion in Dallas. 

Unlike other saturated fats, which* are 
known for nusin&blood cholesterol levels,, 
cocoa butter' ‘contains High- amounts of 
stearic acid. Decades of scientific research 
have shown stearic acid has no effect on 
blood cholesterol levels.

STROKE-PROOFING? Eating small amounts of 
. fish may lower the risk of certain strokes, a study by 
the Nntional Institute of Public Health in Bilthovcn, 
The Netherlands, said. In the study of 552 men over 
nearly three decades, those who ate more than two- 
thirds of an ounce of fish each day had a lower risk 
of stroke than men who ate less fish. A usual adult 
serving of fish is about three ounces. 

SECOND-HAND SMOKING GUN:. How’s this 
for a family legacy? Expectant mothers who do not 
smoke, but whose mothers smoked during pregnan- 
cy, have a greater risk of miscarriage than those • 
whose mothers did not smoke, a British researcher 
reports, Jean Golding pf the Institute of Child Health 
at Bristol University found thqt a non-smoking moth- 
cr-to-bc whose own mother smoked while pregnant 
was 29 percent more likely to lose her baby than one 
whose mother hn<f not smoked. If -both the pregnant 
woman and her mother smoked during pregnancy, 
the comparative risk rose by about 60 percent. 

FAT PHOBIA: Don’t get fanatic about fat. A cer- 
tain amount of dietary fat is crucial to good health. 
Federal guidelines suggest a daily intake of slightly 
more than 2 ounces, but “I can’t tell you the number 
- of^young-wOmon- who- are' trying to cat- less- than 20 - 
grams of fat a day," Susan Luke, a registered dicli-^ 
tinn in Charlotte, N.C., tells the Washington Post. "...

In 
fact, a new University of Michigan study has found, 
many people with the disease pose no more hazard 
on the road than other older drivers. 

BAD BLOOD: “Philadelphia, Port 11:” The death 
rate for people with the most common kind of 
hemophilia has tripled since 1979 and their longevity 
has dropped by 30 percent, due chiefly to AIDS ' 
virus infection, a federal Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention Study says.

; “According to two reports in 
the December issue of the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine, one from this coun- 
try and one from Germany, 
the risk of a heart attack dur- 
ing or in the hour after strenu- 
ous exertion, such as jogging 
or shoveling snow, was two to 
six times greater than during 
periods of rest or less strenu- 
ous activity. 

The good news for joggers 
is that the heart attacks occur- 
ring during exercise were al- 
most entirely limited to those 
individuals who did not exer- 
cise regularly. 

They also found that most 
heart attacks took place when * 
people were sedentary or only 
moderately active — about 1 
in 20 appeared to be triggered 
by exertion. 

The increases in heart rate 
and blood pressure that ac- 
company exercise may pro- 
voke a heart attack by disrupt- 
ing an atherosclerotic plaque 
and thus promote a blood clot 
that blocks a coronary artery.
